[iext|) Kuwait, 11 May (KUNA)=-The withdrawal of Syrian anti-aircraft missiles 
means complete Ieraeli control over the air space of greater Syria, deputy chairman 
of the Palestinian National Council (pariiament in exile) and Fatah's regional 
representative in Kuwait and the Gulf Salim az-Za'nun said Monday. 


He added, in a press conference held at the PLO office in Kuwait, that carrying 
out Begin's threats will lead to the establishment of a maronite state linked to 
Lebanese army renegade Maj Sa'd Hadded. 


The Palestinian official said that President Reagan's special envoy to the Mid ‘Le 
East Philip Habib has suggested to Syrian officials to withdraw their missiles 
in return for an Israeli pledge not to raid the Lebanese al-Biqa' Valley. 


rhe envoy wanted to separate the issue and give Israel the right to strike the 
south and annihiliate the Palestinians with planes and other methods of destruction. 


Az-Za'nun praised Yuwait's stance towards the call of PLO Chairman Yasir ‘Arafat 
on restoring Arab solidarity and added that Kuwaiti initiative in its speedy moves 
for holding a meeting at any Arab level, is intended to restore solidarity and to 
support Syria, the Palestinian revolution and the Lebanese national movement in 
such difficult circumstances. 


He pointed out that ‘Arafat has gone to Baghdad for the same reasons. "We have 
great hopes that the north eastern front would return to its previous stance and 
that all heads of state would overcome their side differences to confront the 
final chapter which aims at serving our just cause." 


Az-Za'nun said "the first chapter of the tragedy began with the isolation of the 
Egyptian regime through an American-Zionist plan represented in the Camp David 
accords. Shortly che second chapter was disclosed through a strike against Arab 
solidarity.”

‘DEA TRUCKS' RSPORTED HAULING PRISONERS TO PUL-E CHARKHI CAMP

[Text] Does the world know the place where 10,000 Afghans 
were tortured and executed? "The resistance fighters have 
taken photos of the gruesome Pul-E Charkhi prison, as well 
as of the “death trucks" that have been used to exterminate 
our people,” said an Afghan physician, who escaped a few 
weeks ago through the mountains of Khyber Pass, and passed 
through Pakistani refugee camps before reaching New York. 
There he joined the Afghan resistance fighters whose head- 
quarters are in the New York suburb of Jamaica. 


Most Afghans only stay in New York a very short time and then return to their 
country to fight the Soviet occupation forces. Some, however, stay on in order 
to inform the United Nations about the true situation in their country. Should 
we remember that the General Assembly of the United Nations condemned the USSR 
for the invasion and occupation of Afghanistan, and that 104 members, over half 
of them trom the Third World, condemned Moscow. 


"The photos were taken while the trucks were going to the prison with a load of 
prisoners on board,” said the same doctor who wanted to remain anonynous. The 
“death trucks” are used by the security and intelligence forces of the communist 
Afghan government to transport prisoners to the different interrogation centers 
of Kabul. The resistance gave the trucks their sinister name. 


The doctor, who was a prisoner himself for about 6 months, maintains that the 
euards and the drivers of these "death trucks” are former criminals who are paid 
twice and three times the usual salary because of the risks that go with the 
"job." Several have been killed by friends and relatives of prisoners during 
attempted escapes. Last September, the family of an army officer paid the guards 
to let him escape, enabling him to reach Iran. 


The “death trucks" transport pri oners day and night, and take them to Pul-E 
Charkhi, 23 km from Kabul, though lately the night trips were stopped because of 
frequent attacks by the Mujahidin. 








At present, the Soviets are in charge of the prison and are responsible for the 
interrogations and th executions. After the Soviet invasion of 27 December 1979, 
the \CB began the systematic interrogation of mt'itary and civilian suspects, 
Besides, there are many military camps near Sul-E— Charkhi to which 30,000 prisc-ers 
were taken over the past 30 months, the time since President Taraki was brought to 
power by the Soviets, 


For the time being, two “death trucks" go back and forth, making 12 trips a day 
between Kabu! and the prison, which amounts to taking about 35 to 40 prisoners a 
day. 


A former driver of these “trucks” who escaped later stated that in June 19¢), 
44 Russian soldiers were brought to Pul=-E Charkhi for black-market activities, 


insubordination, and drug abuse. 
Six of them Were cupposedly °xecuted, 


In practice, the arrested Afghan prisoners are tortured by the security guards in 
order to get information. To stop the torture many Afghans give false information. 
This leads to further arrests and the execution of people not connected with the 
resistance. "A former prisoner, who survived 13 months in cell No 6, said taat 

25 percent of the executions (10,000 people) took place because of false inform:- 
tion,’ said the doctor who escaped to New York.

international diplomacy.

Naturally Algeria reacted vehemently, especially toward the Italian government. 
this led an Italian newsapaper, LA REPUBBLICA, to escalate the situation by report- 
ag that the Algerian ambassador in Rome had threatened Forlani's government with 
creaking off relations between the two countries when the truth of the news from 
tracbourg wae confirmed, because the Algerian government could not accept this 
just secusation at a time when relations between the two countries were passing 
through an advanced stage of gutual understanding.

STUDENTS! DAY DISTURBANCES CONDEMNED

[Text] As was reported in the national press on Wednesday, some regrettable inci- 
dents have taken place in some areas during the celebration last Tuesday of Algeri- 
ian student's day, which commemorates the young people's adherence to national 
struggle and which is traditionally celebrated with dignity and trust. 


However, some subversive elements and troublemakers have marred the anniversary 
by committing acts unbefitting to the anniversary of Algiers, Bejaia and 
Annaba. 


At Bejaia, these elements carried out barbaric acts. They attacked public buildings 
such as the provincial headquarters and the town hall which were stoned and suffered 
considerable damage as a result. Several vehicles were set on fire, including pub- 
lic buses. Also documents pertaining the important aspects of the daily life of 

the citizens were looted and burned by these same elements--a matter which will 

cause some administrative problems for the local population. The academy buildings 
and the Algerian nation company for pavillions were looted. Even traffic signs, 
lamp posts and public ereas did not escape these irresponsible act*. These regret- 
table incidents have resulted in the injury of a number of people including a num- 
ber of security men. 


At Annaba some people who neither belong to the university nor have anything to 

do with it, attacked a large number of people, injuring 34 of whom 2 were seriously 
injured and had to undergo operations. Annaba University was closed on Tuesday 
after its buildings suffered considerable damage. The university council, which 
strongly condemned the disgraceful acts of violence, has announced that the uni- 
versity will reopen on Tuesday. The council added that the culprits will be put on 
trial. 


In Algiers, Bejaia and Annaba the security authorities hastened to stop these acts 
resolutely. Approximately 50 people were arrested and remanded in prison. They will 
be tried in accordance with the law. The judicial authorities will continue the 
case and will punish these criminal acts as appropriate. 


Without wishing to interfere in the course of the trials, we would like to consider 
some rational remarks which reflect public opinion in our country:

Quickly, I started 
carrying out what I had thought of, I wanted to be practical and to carry out 
every thought that occurred to me as long as it was tit for implementation. 

(iis habit has stayed with me to the present. I planted the yard and its fruits 
mt our needs, 


"My success encouraged me to continue the hobby of land cultivation, which I 
consider my primary mission in the service of my country at present. This ex- 
pertence taught me how man can be productive. 


“From my experience | learned faith in God, submission to His might and the great 
meaning of patience, My mother, May God have mercy on hor soul, used to tease 

me whenever she found me planting something and would say: ''Uthman has a green 
finger.’ This phrase has been my companion all of my life and 1 have used it 

is the beginning of the thread for the great experience I am involved in today-- 
to plant every inch of Egyptian soil. 


"The phrase that disturbed my mother andused to make her cry in those days was, 
‘'Uthman is the one who did it,' not knowing that what made her cry were the 
eatly signs of the composition of her son's personality. I myself wasn't aware 
at the time that what [ was doing quite spontaneously vs a reflection of the 
talent for organization and planning, one of the major attributes on which the 
Arab Contractors Company was founded and through which it has grown.

It was my custom to urge my peers to go where 
the statue of the unknown soldier is built, nearly 6 kilometers from the city 
of Islmailia on the Suez Canal, to set up our camp there. I was the only one 
who organized the work, distributing the roles among my peers. I used to ask 
them not to divulge the ee ret of what we were doing so that our parents would 
not prevent us from doing what we wanted to do. 





"! learned from this experience how to keep a secret. This good habit had a 
big impact on my life afterwards, especially since contracting work is based 
on bids that require extreme secrecy. 


"it was natural for the families to get worried and look for their children 
iwhile we were camping] and so I was always the one at which the fingers of 
accusation were pointed. In the parents’ views, ‘Uthman ‘was the one who did 
it.’ Those accusations used to disturb my mother and make her cry and make me 
cry with her. But I was stubborn and that is why I have never backed down on 
my ideas to this day."

ihe lessons learned from the experience of cultivating the barren yard and the 
keys to the personality that emerged at an early age during the children's 
(‘rips to the Sueg Canal under the leadership of ‘'Uchman Ahmad ‘Uthman had evi- 
dent impact on the great success achieved by worner ‘Uthman Atimad ‘'Uthman, in 
vane and reputation around whom 55,000 workers later rallied in the Arab Con- 
tractors Company. 


"Preparing the design for shops was the first work I did in the field of archi- 
tectural engineering. I accepted whatever wages the ssop owner paid. Some 


paid 5 pounds, others paid 1, I wasn't concerned with the pay at the time. 1 
was only eager to start, 


"| entered the field of building and construction for the first time in my life 
when a Greek physician living in Lemailia asked me to build him a garage. I! 
horrowed the work tools from others to carry out that job because I did not own 
even the minimum tools required. This is what made me put aside my profits 
from that operation to purchase my first set of tools, which consisted of six 
(wooden boards, a beam) and a scafford. 


"] had learned from experience that waking up early and getting to the work 

site before any other worker and supplying the work requirements in time so that 
the workers found everythin, ready raised profits automatically, and without any 
intervention on my part, by exactly 20 percent. 


"| also realized that treating workers well makes each worker give you the best 
effort he can muster. The workers called me ‘muallim' [combination of master of 
trade and boss] because they always found me among them. 1 was very happy 

with this title, which has stuck to me to the present. Even my sons and my 
nephews call me only by this title when we are together. 


"| remember that I faced a difficult test at the time. My company was building 
a flying balcony for the Misr Movie House in Ismailia when I had just started 
getting involved in construction projects. Iron disappeared from the market 
suddenly and a friend offered to have a driver working for the British army 
smuggle a (truck) load to my company in return for 100 pounds. I turned down 
the offer. Sayyid Khafajah, a childhood friend of mine who was eager for my 
success, ridiculed me, saying: ‘Stick to the legal!’ A few days passed and 
then tron became available again. I turned down the offer out of adherence to 
my morals, ethics and religion and I cannot but tell contemporary youth: ‘Do not 
abandon vourself, son, to the temptations of life if they anger God.' 


"Rumors filled Ismailia that the balcony, the first job of its kind that I was 
building in the city, would collapse as soon as the scaffolding was removed. 
But | remember that when the balcony was completed, I brought a chair and sat 
right under it, with Sayyid Khafajah next to me. Voices rose urging me to 
move away while Sayyid Khafajah shouted at the top of his voice: ‘The iron is 
legal, the iron is legal.' 
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"| then became convinced of a principle by which | have atuck all my life, 
ianely, that « man's deeds are what wil) defend him in this world and in the 
hereafter,”

ik became certain of winning the first round in the field of bigger contracts 
when he built a wall for a fertilizer plant as a result of a emall advertise- 
ment by the company of 'Abbud Pasha. From this operation, he won 3,500 con- 

tracts, whieh made him feel that he was standing on safer ground and was able 
to get married, 


Hut Nis goal was a big company capable of competing with the giant foreign 
firms he used to see in the Suez Canal area, But by the end of 1950, the 
general conditions in Egypt did not encourage his dreams and the arrogance of 
the British occupation did not permit them. One of the major crises that lead 
to major successes came when ‘Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman submitted eight bids and 

was unsuccessful with all of them for the first time in his life. The contrac- 
tor was forced to use 120 pounds monthly of his capital, which did not exceed 
20,000 pounds at the time. This was the start of a new phase in his life. 


"I remember that in my eyes, the world turned as small as an eye of a needle. 
But the hole turned, thank God, into a microscope through which I could see 
all the horizons. 


"Sharif Muhammad Hasanayn, a friend of mine, came to visit me suddenly and 
without any prior appointment and found me in a sea of uncertainty. He asked 
me questions and I told him everything that was on my mind. The conversation 
led us to an advertisement he had read in one of the newspapers to the effect 
that the Saudi Ministry of Defense had profit to implement and wanted a con- 
tractor to carry it out. He discussed with me the idea of my going to Saudi 
Arabia and to make my bid there. I agreed with him, considering that taking a 
risk must be one of the cualities of a businessman. 


"I packed my suitcases and headed for Saudi Arabia, accompanied by Enginecr 
Atmad Sulayman. It is a tale that tells the story of the hidden struggle in 
every soul where both hope and despair exist. 


"I kicked despair and abandoned myself to hope. I started inquiring if anybody 
knew anything about the advertisement for which I had gone there and it became 
evident to me that nobody in Saudi Arabia other than Prince Mish'al, the then 
minister of defense, knew anything about it. I inquired about the prince and 

[ was told that he was in Rivadh and was advised to send hima cable. The 
cavle cost 40 rivals and I, aleng with Ahmad Sulayman, had no more than the 
hotel cost on me. The news fell like lightning on me and I could only find 

one answer and T uttered it spontaneously when I repeated the words of God, 

may He be praised: ‘Do not despair of God's mercy.’ 


"At the same moment, I spotted an old friend. I borrowed 200 pounds from him 
and we sent the cable. 
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“seven days later, Ahmad .ulayman and ! took our suitcases and headed f.1 
Jid'ah Airport where a Dakota [DC-3) was waiting for us. The plane Look us 
to the miniater of defense who started his conversation with us by inquiring 
about our ability to carry out such a big job. We then signed the contract,

valued at 7,5 million Saudi riyals. ‘he prince asked me to start the work 
immediately, 


"l explained to him that all our money was in Cairo and that in accordance 


with Leyptian laws, we were not permitted to transier » no,’ abroad and askea 
him to give Us some money as advance payment. The prince agreed to pay us 
immediately 20 percent of the total, or 2.5 [sic] mil‘ion Saudi riyals, but 


demanded that we submit a letter of credit before disbursement. 


"We returned to al-Ta'if with a letter of credit and the prince summoned the 
ministry accountant to take the letter and to pay us the required sum. The 
accountant took us to 4 room with an open wooden door and pid us the money. 
We were surprised by s'acks of silver filling every corner ~ the room. The 
accountant started to count the money, but I could not believe the sight be- 
fore me, It was a truly exciting sight and I did actually become the owner 

of all that money. The prince ordered that seven trucks be assigned to trans- 
port the money from al-Ta'if to Jiddah, led by an armed jeep for guard.” 


He Was Only One I Believed 


How did ‘'Uthman get to know al-Sadat and how did his relationship with the 
president begin and develop? Why did it grow strong? He himself says that he 
often encounters those who ask him these questions and expect to get complete 
answers. 


"Tl met President Muhammed Anwar al-Sadat in Port Sa'id in the wake of the 1956 
tripartite aggression sien the state began to rebuild the city. I came from 
Saudi Arabia specially to take part in that great national task. It was the 
first time I saw him up close and I learned that he lived in al-Haram Street, 
next to me. 


"Il visited him at his home. The Revolution Command Council members were very 
important and had unlimited power and influence at the time. I imagined that 
President al-Sadat was one of those models. So I dressed as neatly as possi- 
bie and prepared myself for the meeting. The picture that I had painted in 

my mind changed quickly when he opened the door himself wearing a jilbab [a 
flowing robe commonly worn by Egyptian males]. I found myself before a simple 
and ordinary man who received me as he would receive any of our people, as a 
guest in his house. 


"l am more strongly aware of his feelings when he speaks of the village ethics 
because I found him actually observing them in his home. His embodiment of 
the Link with the countryside reached the point where he had as part of his 

h ase furniture a short-legged round table. He still has this table and he 
doesn't keep it for decoration or for memory. He likes to eat his meais at 
home with his children around this table, especially in the month of Ramadan. 








| wish all Egyptians could have this opportunity so that they could better 
know how Anwar al-Sadat lives and so that they might tour the resthouses he 
yoos to where he finds a reflection of the nature and tranquillity of the coun- 
tryside, so that he can think of Egypt's affairs and make the great decisions 
free from the noise and complexity of the city. 


"| remember that he once asked me to do some remodeling for his residence. I 
imagined that he wanted to change the features of the house and turn it into 

“ luxurious palace but was surprised to find that the remodeling called for 

no more than installing glass panes to close the balcony. I did what he asked 
me and calculated the cost, which was 60 pounds. When he asked me about the 
cost, | told him: It ts very small. But he insisted on paying. I approached 
the matter from the standpoint that he was ‘a fellow countryman’ and that the 
whole matter was insignificant. But he was aware of something | had overlooked 
and made the distinction between the fact of his being a rural peasant and one 
of the regime's leaders, making it clear that he did not want things confused. 
However, he did realize that I was acting naturally and so he teased me to 
alleviate the situation, saying with a laugh: ‘It is not important that you 
make a profit on this job. But all the same, you must take what it cost you.' 


"lL accepted the payment, and I respected him deeply for that behavior, which 
drew me to him more strongly. What are 60 pounds, 600 pounds, 6,000 or 60,000 
pounds if he wanted them? 





"Anwar al-Sadat rejected 60 pounds at a t'’me when other names whose slogans had 
filled the skies of Egypt accepted hundreds of thousands of pounds from the 
people's blood. Villas and apartment buildings were built for them and I 
challenge any of them to deny that one Egyptian contracting company or another 
did not build something for him, for his son or for his daughter. 


"Thank God that of all of them, I have chosen as a friend only Anwar al-Sadat, 
who has become the head of our small family--the ‘Uthman family--as he is the 
head >of our big family, all of Egypt. 


"With the passage of time, I have discovered many of his qualities, which he 
doesn't talk about and which are embodied in all his actions. 


"| have known him as a true friend who inquires about his old friends and their 
families and lends tiem a helping hand and as a man who doesn't forget those 
who help him but forgets those who hurt him, saying: 'God forgive them. ' 


"His piety has been reflected in all his actions and deeds and has tau,ht him 

to be faithful and not to betray. I have an anecdote about him in this regard. 
My friendship with him at the time was, as it is now, as great as can be. He 
knew that the former regime was going to nationalize my company and I had visited 
him a few days before the nationalization decision was issued. He did not warn 
me or draw my attention to it, not even with a hint, not because he did not 

want to discuss the matter with me but because he was faithful to a secret.”

before a national audience President Bani Sadr relentlessly excoriates “despotism in 
the name of religion,” the “ugly face of the revolution.” “We want jobs, bread and 
freedom" is the full-throated cry at a demonstration organized by Marxist-Leninist 
popular Fedayine. A hundred thousand left radical popular Mujaheddin and their sym- 
pathizers take to the streets of Tehran to protest the systematic harassment, arrest 
and killing of their followers by revolutionary militia men. The popular Mu jaheddin 
have urban guerrilla experience, are armed and, in the name of socialist Islam and 
anti-imperialiem--the latter sparing Moscow--aim at a hard-line, totally collecti- 
vized and popular democratic workers state.

“We are suffocating, we need the oxygen of freedom," complains Hadj Mahmud Manian, 
one of the leading businesemen in Tehran's bazaar. He curses the incompetent cleris 
who know nothing about earning money or about management, and who fail to get a grip 
on the economic misery. “They made the revolution to improve living conditions in 
iran, not te be driven to the mulilah paradise by hunger. If nothing is done about 
poverty, religion is forgotten, people turn away from Islam. We have spotted the 
communist thief in our house. At the same time we know that our economy will not 
recover without oxygen. That is why we are so concerned with freedom.” 


Hadj Yavadi, spokesman for the left of center middle class, argues as follows: “The 
masses, disappointed by religion, will turn against the clergy and be easy prey for 
the communists.” 








hoth attack Khomeyni personally, Manian: "By now Khomeyni has become an obstacle 
on the road to freedom," Yavadi: "Khomeyni should not have himself adored from 
morning to night as if he were Allah or the Prophet." A spiteful verse is current 
among the people (it rhymes in Farsi): "Khomeyni, you smashed the idol (the Shah). 
Now you have become an idol too, go smash yourself." 


The spark of open criticism has even jumped across to the clergy itself. More and 
more seriously are the men of religion split along the same line which has divided 
the [alamic camp into radical and more liberal groups. Nove of the five ma’ 
ayatollabs (ayatollah-al-Uzma) has fully approved the great leap (stage , 
Khomeyni) of the Shi'ite clergy into politics and worldly power, which ulminated 
in the assumption of government power by the clerical guardians of the "Vilajet-e- 
Fagih." Such a process is in total contradiction to the quietist and apolitical 
tradition of Iran's Shi'a. Last December there were demonstrations against the 
Islamic Republic Party (IRP) of Ayatollah Mohammed Beheshti in "Holy Qom," where 
the college of theology was quarreling about Khomeyni's projects, and in "Holy 
Meshed,'' where Ayatollah Qomi warned against the political defilement of Islam. 


Ex-premier Mehdi Bazargan, extremely devout but politically a liberal, talks about 

a “certain softening" in the large IRP parliamentary bloc. About the mood within 
the clergy he says: "The majority of the clergy find themselves in a quandary. They 
note that the respect formerly accorded them by the people is fast disappearing, 
that many of the faithful are turning their back on religion. The clergy are con- 
fronted with so much dissatisfaction that many fear for their lives." 


In these circumstances more and more voices rise up from the hitherto silent majori- 
ty. When, recently, the newspaper MIZAN was closed down in flagrant violation of 
the law on the press, Ayatollah Zanjani intervened: “It is time to raise our voice 
in protest. Beware, Iranian nation, for the demon of oppression, with sharp fangs 
and horns, covets the destruction of the freedom of the press." Hojatoleslam and 
parliamentary deputy Golzadeh Ghanffui commented censoriously: "If the Islamic Re- 
public means nothing more than that a supreme shepherd and his dogs drive before 
them a herd of sheep, that is in flagrant contradiction to Islam." 


When Islamic extremists terrorized the liberal Mudjtahid (graduate of an advanced 
school of theology) Hosein Lahuti, member of parliament and a friend of Bani Sadr, 
on a lecture tour, beat his wife and destroyed his car, even Ahmed Khomeyni, the in- 
fluential son of the Imam, exploded in fury: "I swear by Allah that Islam is threat- 


ened." Khomeyni's grandson, Sayed Hosein Khomeyni, also joined the fray on the 
side of democracy and freedom: "My mind is troubled when I see how people have for- 
gotten how to laugh and enjoy themselves." He accuses the religious perty and IRP 


chairman Beheshti of concealing their misdeeds by invoking Khomeini, of claiming 
victory for the revolution on behalf of a minority of clerics and of branding every- 
body else counterrevolutionaries. Sayed Hosein Khomeyni noted forecefully: "Bani 
Sadr is the last hope of this republic. Ninety percent of the clergy tiink like 

him, they just will not say so openly." 


The Imam's speeches regarding the tense relutions between the people and religious 
revolutionary justice, between the army and the clerical monitors attached to it, 
quite clearly show that Khomeyni is well aware of the clerey's unpopularity. He is 





most emphatic in warning hie clergy about the dangers of coveting absolute power, 
about the temptation to interfere in everything and upset the state order. He ad= 
mite that the religious holders of power cause him serious anxiety: "They spoil the 
true image of Lalam in the regard of the people." Sadeq Khalkhali, once appointed by 
Khomeyni the supreme religious judge and inquisitor, and who made himself notorious 
by bestiality, bloodthiratiness and venality, has at last been removed from circula= 
tion 


This April the air in Tehran is full of tense but aimless expectation, "Matters can- 
not go on like this," is the general consensus. Indicated here ia first of all the 
disastrous economic situation, the 3-4 million unemployed who have now been joined 

by 2 million homeless refugees from the war zone. Only a third of industry is work- 
ing. Farming is almost at a standstill: Ownership is ill defined; land reform had 
begun but was not carried through, seed and fertilizer supplies are inadequate. 





Still, oil exports have once more risen to 1 million barrels per day. Moreover, 
foreign exchange reserves, down to $2.5 billion at the end of last year, have lately 
shot up to $5 billion by virtue of deposits freed after the release of the U.S. host- 
ages. Diplomatic observers comment that the economy could muddle through for quite 
some time without a risk of hunger riots or major upsets. 





Nor is an early alternative discernible in the area of politics to the internal sta- 
lemate described by Prof Nasir Pakdaman as “anarchy with a fascist tinge.” Bani 
Sadr's followers are steadily and everywhere harassed by fanatical revolutionary 
guardians (Pasdaran). An example is that reporter from the ISLAMIC REVOLUTION, who 
drafted a petition in support of the head of state and, for his pains, was made to 
spend 14 months in a provincial jail. The head of state is constantly made to fight 
even to have diplomatic passports issued to his emissaries, because the head of gov~- 
ernment does not want them to leave the country. Indeed the president of the Islam- 
ic Republic of Iran was compelled to set up a special bank account and solicit pri- 
vate donations because, in two monthly emergency budgets, parliament--dominated by 
his religious enemies--had simply struck all expenditures for the president's office. 





They still cannot agree on the choice of a foreign or economics minister. They 
quarrel about the Gulf war which the militant faithful, the IRP and even the commu- 
nist Tudeh party--in contrast to Bani Sadr--would Like to drag out in the form of a 
not unduly costly war of attrition. The motives for letting the war go on are ob- 
vious: 


-=- In times of war it is easier to hush up the clerics lack of competence with re- 
gard to economic and social policies. 


-- A war “until the overthrow of the Iraqi regime" may artificially prolong the re- 
volutionary-Islamic “high.” It increases the possibility for the Pasdaran, the re- 
cime's militia, to be built up as a permanent factor of power at the expense of the 
army and the police. 


Bani Sadr is the most popular man in the country but has no organized following. He 
needs allies on the left and therefore flirts with a pluralist "Islamic front," which 
would accommodate the religious-left radical popular Mujaheddin 4. Qui. as 











thoroughly reformed iaP, However, the preaident does not dare to move decisively 
toward a coalition, To begin with he is shying away from a conftontation with 
Khome,ni, because he depends on the latter's goodwi'l, The Imam considers the 
Mujaheddin “apostates and renegades." Secondly Bani Sadr ia well aware that the 
leftists rallying to hie aide (and they openly admit that) are doing so “as a mat~ 
ter of tactics only,” "without any illusions," and "to weaken the IRP." A left 
wing sympathizer put it this way: "As long as Khomeyni is alive, Bani Sadr will 
merely complain and criticize; he will never act independe> tly." 


On the other hand, while Khomeyni is in charge, the clerical clique dominating the 
IRP will not have a completely free hand either=-that is the majority opinion in 
T-heran. However much the Imam may favor his own, in solidarity with the wearers of 
the turban and, to quote Bazgargan, "mistrust the wearers of hats," the macchiavel- 
lian power ploys of the IRP and its manipulator Beheshti appear foreign and even 
sinister in Khomeyni's eyes. He is therefore more than Likely to continue spurring 
on, arbitrating and warning first one than the other side=--the radical clergy who 
hold most of the trump cards, and Bani Sadr who is backed by a lot of popular feel- 
ing and many of the intelligentsia, especially the army and the middle class. 


All of them agree that Khomeyni's remaining lifespan must be used to prepare for the 
time following his death. And that means most of all to take precautions against 
the partitition of Iran into a Soviet-Communist and a Western domain. At the same 
time all admit that Khomeyni's theocratic and irrational concepts cannot be dis- 
lodged in his lifetime. The Islamic revolution is thus bound to remain a revolution 
captive to itself.

tut both Ayatollah Beheshti, head of the judiciary and strongman of the Islamic 
extremists, and a spokesman for the security authorities, dismissed allegations 
against the Hegbollahi club-wielders and contended these were "creations of 
propaganda.” "There is not such a group as far as we know," the security 
spokesman said blandly to reporters. “It is the little groups (meaning the 
Mojahedin and Feda'tan-e-Khalq minority) who march under that banner,” said 
Beheshtt. 


The security man blamed these "little American groups," ‘n his words, for recent 
violenee in the former Shahyad Square in which, he admittcd, six people had died 
and 100 had been injured. More than 300 had been arrested, and he alleged that 

many guns, drugs and alcohol had been found--an obvious pl y, observers felt, to 
try to divert public sympathy from the demonstrators on thet occasion. 


Beheshti, who told reporters Khomeyni's recent edict for preventing violence 
didn't ban constructive criticism, only the creation of an atmosphere of ten- 
sion, said he had met the judiciary and staff of their department to discuss 
security. "We are trying to make the judiciary independent and to punish those 
people and groups who do not obey the law,’ he said. 


The avatollah was asked if, since the army under the late Shah had been anti- 
mulla, were they (the regime) trying to encourage the army to support the mullas 
vow. Beheshti replied that the troops had been brainwashed in the Shah's time 
but now they were trying to show them the good points of Islam and they were 
fully supporting the mullas. 


Beheshti said he could not deny that there might be some religious fanatics who 
could not bear to hear anti-Islamic slogans, but it was the other "little groups” 
who took advantage of those people's reaction to turn to violence. "The 
Hezbollahis are a creation of propaganda," he said. 


ine Mofahedin themselves, according to a front page report in the ENQELAB-E- 
ESLAMI paper, have written to Ayatollah Khomeyni, recalling that this is the 
Year of Justice, and asking him to meet them and discuss what is happening to 








them, Their letter said they were ready to “accept the exact procedure of the 
constitution,” even though they had not voted for that constitution, to put 

over their views. They implied clearly they were being attacked for merely exer- 
Cising thelr rights under that Constitution, 


Meanwhile so-called Liberal Mehdi Bazargan, whose efforts to win over support 
wwem to iavolve him in some ethical contortions similar to those of president 
Hani=Sadr, launched a thinly-veiled attack on che Mojahedin leadership and 
suggested that the rank and file of the movement were (ci.g led astray. Baxsar- 
gia didn't hesitate to attack Bahais in a recent speech, according to press re- 
ports, in a bid to curry favour with the public, 


bani-Sadr himself continued his attacks on the fundamentalists, with questions 
about the secret amounts contained in Prime Minister Rajai's budgetary allowance 
for his offiee. No less than 500 million rials was included for these unspeci- 
fied purposes, Bani-Sadr contended, but the public should be given details of 
the purposes of most of this. The president also bitterly criticised the state 
of the economy in one of his daily reports in his newspaper ENQELAB-E-ESLAMI1. 


Ban.-Sadr's own interests came under attack, including the offices and reporters 
of his newspaper. In Bijar, in Kurdestan, the paper's office was badly damaged 
in a bomb explosion though nobody was hurt. 


in Yaed a member of his coordination office who is on hunger strike after being 
imprisoned on "false" charges was sent a message by Bani-Sadr which read, "What 
you are doing is not just a simple hunger strike, but an example to a nation 
s.tuggling for order and justice. I congratulate you on your bravery, because 
it is the sound of victory for a nation that brings up such determined and in- 
tormed children. " 


lwo representatives of ENQELAB-E-ESLAMI were arrested by revolutionary guards 
in Shadgan near Ahvaz. After many demands as to why they were being held the 
guards finally told them, "You are Maoists and hashish addicts," the newspaper 
reported. They were also accused of selling banned publications--newspapers 
could not 'e distributed in Shadgan because it was a war zone, the guards said. 


‘l. reporters said they were beaten and insulted both at the time of their 

irre st and afterwards, one of them having to go to hospital. All their publi- 
tions, which included the president's own books, were confiscated. Their 

questioners demanded if they had links with Bani-Sadr, and also if they had 

links with Shapur Bakhtiar, the opposition leader in Paris. 


Voanwhile, in the Majlis, A'zam Taleqani, the only woman member and daughter of 
the late much-respected leftist Ayatollah Taleqani, complained about illegal 
arrests and detention without trial of many people in the country. She singled 
out especially the case of a number of women arrested in Isfahan, and young peo- 
ple in Gilan who had been held for one and a half months "without reason.” It 
was reported that families of these detainees and many others in other parts 

of the country had protested about the holding of their relatives. 





\nother Majlis member, Mahmud Gorgani, who represents Gorgan, in north-east 
iran, obliquely reterred to the recent report which denied there had been any 
torturing of prisoners in Iran's jails. He said that since this torture was 
obviously carried out by unofficial people, shouldn't these people be brought 
to trial and treated under the new Law of Retaliation? "If they slapped pri- 
soners' faces, for example, they should be slapped back." he said, seemingly

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CLOSER COOPERATLON REPORTED BETWEEN BAKHTIAR, AMINI

[text] After an hour and a half's meeting in Paris early this week Iran's two 
most prominent exile opposition leaders Shapur Bakhtiar and ‘Ali Amini announced 
they had decided to put aside their differences and cooperate towards their 
shared nationalist aims of bringing down the present regime in Iran and provid- 
ing the people with a democratic choice for their future. 


Both sides told IPS after the meeting that they were "very satisfied," and that 
the talks had been "very fruitful and very warm, with a fully frank exchange of 
views." 


A spokesman for the Bakhtiar side said, "Taking into account present circumstances 
the meeting was only natural." For Amini's side, an aide saic, "It was very suc- 
cessful. We think it shows that the ground is being prepared for a general co- 
ordination of the major opposition groups.” 


IPS' Paris correspondent says there are reports that Amini talked with former 
oil company chief Hassan Nazih, now heading his own group, when he was in Paris 
recentiy and that a meeting with Gholam ‘Ali Oveysi, another opposition leader 
who was a former strongman of the Shah, was imminent on Tuesday. The veteran 
former premier is also expected to talk with representatives of other groups 
and to continue his efforts to get them all into a dialogue. 

Last week he issued a communique announcing the setting up of a "Council of State” 
comprising figures opposed to the regime inside Iran as well as outside. This 
is believed to have provided Amini with the weapon he needed to try to encourage 
opposition figures in the West to come closer together on the ground that there 
is some tangible base on which to build effective cooperation. 


Amini and Bakhtiar have decided to form a coordinating committee to bring their 
activities into closer liaison. They will retain their separate organisations, 
maintaining the principle of plurality, as a source put it, but the committee 
at high echelon level will coordinate political moves. Any differences that 
crop up at lower levels will be referred .o this committee. 


The two leaders are said to have reviewed all the realities of the present situa- 
tion in Iran and among the exile communities during their talk this week. The 
results, hopeful Iranian observers say, reflect what is a new mood of realism 
among all the political figures outside Iran and those in Iran who have the best 
chance of appreciating the real situation there. 
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STRICT LSLAMIC RULES IMPOSED ON PUBLIC PLACES

[tacerpts] City Service. The new head of the Courts to Fight Against Sins, who 
was commissioned by the Revolutionary Prosecutor's Office, discussed this question 
yesterday afternoon (Wednesday) with several reporters. At first, Mr Sajjadi, 
the new head of the Fight Against Sins, explained that the name of this center 
has been changed from the Bureau to Fight Against Sins, and the Court of Sins is 
presently a branch of the General Prosecutor's Office. 


in this conversation, Mr Sajjadi pointed out that the closing of some restaurants 
and hotels was caused by their noncompliance with Islamic standards. He also 
warned that this struggle will continue, and every hotel and restaurant that does 
not observe canonical rules and does not convert its locale into an Islamic place 
will be dealt with severely. In answering the question of one reporter who asked 
him what kind of a program he had to abolish sins, he said: "Since sins have 
many manifestations there is a solution for each one of them. For example: 

For prostitutes who are young and have fallen into this trade due to poverty, 
after their proper punishment, they are sent to the Guidance and Prevention 
Headquarters." Then stressing the role of television, he said: "Various and 
islamic programs should be carried out in this medium to keep the people informed 
of events. And the clergymen should pay more att: ntion to various aspects of 
guidance." 


Regarding the establishment of places known as houses of pleasure, he gave the 
operators of the centers a stern warning and said: "If any of these places are 
discovered, their owners will be dealt with harshly." Then answering a question 
of the KEYHAN reporter about the struggle against reproducing profane tapes, 
videotapes, and sexy films, he said: "So far, several centers for reproducing 
these films have been discovered and closed down--and this prosecution will 
continue." 


Answering another question, Mr Sajjadi said: “We do not have a strike force but 
our enforcers are the ‘'komitehs' and the Revolution Guard Corps." He added: 

"We do not have any former employees working here now." Concluding his conversa- 
tion, he warned all public places such as hotels, restaurants, sandwich shops, 
etc, to observe the canonical rules--otherwise they would be severely prosecuted.

With regards to poultry, total pro- 
duction in the country reached 68 thousand tons and 8 thousand tons were imported. 
Nationa! production of fish products was 56 thousand tons and 6 thousand tons 
were imported. As far as dairy produce is concerned, Iraq produced 56 thousand 
tons of milk and one billion and 50 million eggs while at the same time imports 

of milk reached 284 thousand tons.

Nin initiative has been greeted with enthusiasm by the graduates, The increase 
in the use Of mMechanisation hase lessened the need for physical labour and has 
contriouted to a rise in effieteney. The number of graduates entitled to bene- 
fit from this echeme is 200-220 around the outekirte of Baghdad as well ase a 
large oumber of beneficiaries in the provinces. 


The new plan is seen as being mutually beneficial to both the ministry and those 
who have been awarded the plote of land. The Ministry, for its part, will pro- 
vide many services via instrumentalities set up specifically for this purpose 
while the new graduates will contribute to a rising rate of productivity in the 
agricultural sector of the economy. 


Speaking about joint cooperation between Iraq and her brotherly and friendly 
countries, Dr lemail pointed out that the Iraqi Government has made a major 
contribution in all fields. He explained that Iraq has contributed 10 million 
Kuwait! Dinare out of a total of 60 million Kuwaiti Dinars, to a joint Arab 
livestock development project based in Damascus under the auspices of the Arab 
Economic Unity Couneil. 


Iraq has also contributed 25% of the capital invested in the Arab Fisheries 
Company and as well it has made available funds to develop a Vegetable Seed 
Company and a Poultry Company both of which are situated in Sudan. Iraq is 
aise tovelved in a number of joint ventures to develop fisheries with other 
countries. These include, an Lraqi-Mauritanian Company; the Seychelles-Iraqi 
Company; the Yemeni-[raqi Company; and a Soviet-Iraqi Company. 


Meanwhile there are three other concerns with friendly countries that are stil! 
boing implemented, as well. The Iraqi Development Fund has made a significant 
contribution to an Arab Fieheries and animal breeding project. Joint committees 
with most of the European countries have also been formed with the object of 
utilizing modern technology and benefitting from European expertise to these 


fields. 

Finally, the undersecretary pointed out that in order to increase the efificiency 
of those working on the land, Iraq from time to time, holds courses and anvites 
international experts in the fieid of animal husbandry to deliver lectures to the 


farmers present.

[Text] Your excellency the president, at a time when I am preoccupied with the 
urgent issue of forming a government, I have asked the foreign relations minister 
to talk with Mr Fu'ad Butrus and to hand him the following message to your excel- 
lency: 


| have followed with great concern the current developments in the situation in 

Lebanon. I fully appreciate the immensity of your responsibility at a time when 
Lebanon, despite its will, is finding itself being dragged into a conflict which 
threatens its existence and in which it would be the first victim. 


The French people deeply feel the pain of the Lebanese people. I personally 
share these pains with you and I express my full sympathy with your excellency, 
the Lebanese Government and the whole Lebanese people. 


I would Like to affirm to your excellency the French Government's absolute support 
for your determined effort to preserve the unity, independence, sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Lebanon. Within this context, all influential forces must 
be rallied around you in your capacity as a guarantor of constitutional legality. 


| realize that the restoration of security in your country and the achievement of 
national concord are your two main objectives. This necessarily requires all the 
Lebanese to settle their problems by themselves and define the bases of their co- 
existence. This w.1l be achieved if your excellency is given full support from 
all political leaders, who must be promoted by a desire to express their will for 
coexistence. The greatness of Lebanon and its ideals lie in such a will. 


In the days of ordeals, hope for peace and achieving of national concord is based 

on reimposing the state's authority. I have closely followed your efforts to per- 
suade che various Lebanese parties to participate in the great work aimed at achiev- 
ing national reconciliation. It is obvious such a reconciliation cannot take place 
without the presence of a minimum of security in Beirut and other sensitive areas 

in the country. The Lebanese Army, which is the symbol and guarantor of the coun- 
try's unity, must play an important role in achieving this objective.

We do 
not understand how Israel allows itself to violate our territory daily while it 
does not allow us or our brothers who help us to defend themselves and their army 
on our territory." Al-Wazzan said that this stand "was conveyed by President Ilyas 
Sarkis to President Hafiz al-Asad. We have also conveyed it to the Arab foreign 
ministers conference in Tunis as well as to U.S. envoy Philip Habib. It is a firm 
and irrevocable stand.”

Ubservers have shown considerable interest in the attention given in the Israeli and 
U.S. media to the so-called Lebanese and Arab role in solving the confrontation crisis 
between Syria and laerael, 


Reference to that role in these media has been linked with the so-called proposals 

which Philip Habib conveyed to Tel Aviv, on the basis of which Begin declared that 

he was neither optimistic nor pessimistic. 

This role can be sumned up as follows: that the Lebanese Government order the Arab 
Deterrent Forees |ADF) to withdraw from the Sannin Heights and from around Zahlah, 

and to be replaced by the army. The army would in turn evict the Phalangists from 

Jablah and the Sannin Heights as well. 


Ae (or Arab participation in this role, it is based on once again financing the ADF 
and also reconsidering ite tasks and the duration of ite presence in Lebanon. 


In the wake of these proposals, observers do not rule out that these proposals may 
be the same as these that President Hafiz al-Asad rejected and described as Israeli 
demands. 


On this subject, observers have commented: 


1. Cranting the Lebanese Government the role of an instrument in proposing demands 
of U.S.=Israeli origin does not erase the essence of these demands, which are re- 
jected on the Lebanese level as can be attested by the vast majority of the Lebanese. 
Ihe nationalist movement was careful, in its memorandum to the Arab foreign ministers 
conierence, to reject these demands, whoever makes them. Prime Minister Shafigq 
\}-Wazzan also affirmed that he will never agree to the new role suggested for the 
ATM. 


2. Plunging Lebanon into this issue indicates, from one aspect, that the United 
States is able to find here a side to assent to its plans and solutions, which are 
frequently made with reference to Israel's interests. Observers recall here the

Lebanon is fast jouning the list of Third Wodd countries 
which cannot afford the oil bills they are running up 
despite relatively modest consumption in the absence of 
widespread and heavy industry. An oil bill deficit esti- 
mated at LL 860 millon (about $215 million) for 198) 
seems to be the prospect facing the Lebanese gover: 
ment at present. 

Officials are reported to be facing two options to 
remedy this situation. On the one hand, the government 
could increase the price of refined products, which at 
the moment are state-subsidised, and on the other, it 
coud solicit Arab financial aid, particularly from Saudi 
Arabia, which is Lebanon's main supplier. 

The adoption of both options to meet the deficit 
is thought to be favoured in government circles, as it is 
unrealstc to continue susbidising refined products at 
a time when ail has become so much more expensive 
than it used to be; it is also likely that Saudi Arabia 
would respond favourably to « request for financial aid. 
The emerging crisis over Lebanan's oil bill this year has 
resulted partly from a Saudi decision to increase its sur- 
charge on its oi] deliveries, now at the marker price of

According to ai) industry sources in Beirut, the dif- 
ficulties facing the government in paying for its oil are 
due to a number of factors, these include the increase in 
the price of oil, the t costs of operating the Tripali 
refinery and the oil bills of 8 number of govern- 
ment departments and public bodies such as the elec- 
tricity authority, which is alleged to owe the Ministry of 
Petroleum LL 900 million ($223 million). 

In addition, the continuation of the subsidisation of 
refined products by the state from an earlier period 
when oi] was relatively cheap is a further financial 
burden on the government. According to the Minister of 
Petroleun, and Industry, Mohammad Beydoun, Lebanon's 
subsidisation policy in 1980 cost the Treasury a loss of 
LL 350 million ($95 million at the then rate of ex- 
change). Moreover, the Treasury incurred a loss of 
another LL 250 million ($67.5 million) from its inability 
to cover refining costs at Tripoli through the sale of re- 
fined products.

/Text/ The call to econcmize water use in the Libyan Arab Jamahiriyalh is no sec- 
ret. In hotels, public places and streets, posters call citizens' and visitors' 

attention to the fact that future generations will need fresh water an’ that the 

present generation must pay attention to their needs, 


The problem of fresh water supply occupies a major place among officials' concerns. 
The last attempt to solve it recently gave birth to an artificial river which will 
carry water from the al-Sarir ani Tazirbu area in the Western territory of Libya 

to the coastal area represented by the central section extending fran Brega, Bin 
Jawad and Ra's Lanuf to Sirt in the West, as well as the area southwest of Benghazi,

Thinking about a project to bring water started in 1972 when preliminary stwiies 
proved that the area west of al-Sarir ami Tazirbu contains tremendous amounts of 
water -- enough for more than 300 years -- and that there is a permanent replenish- 
ment at the rate of 8 million cubie meters of water year/ which can be exploited 
it the facilities are provided for filtration which the st place consist of 
meeting the costs of this mroject. In addition, the drop in elevation toward the 
north will to a large extent he)p reduce costs, resulting in the gravity flow of 
water toward the north, and consequently not many pumps will be needed to move the 
water along. What has caused this project to enjoy great attention is the avail- 
ability of water on the one hand ani the lack of water in abundant volumes in the 
coastal area, which contains a number of agricultural and other development pro- 
jects. This has resulted in the rapid presentation of the project to an interna- 
tional consulting firm specializing in the field of water transport. The consult- 
ing contract was signed in December 1980. This company has started its work, amd 
the results have all been positive, proving that it is possible to transmit 2 
million cubic meters of water per day to the coastal area. 


Goals of the Project 


The project, in the first place, is aimed at providing the necessary water, exploit- 
in Lhe equivalent of 400 million cubic meters of water per year to establish a 





























project to grow grain in the region southwest of Benghazi covering an area of 
50,000 hectares which will be planted with wheat in the winter. It will produce 
200,000 tons of wheat, accounting for 28 percent of | 'bya's needs in 1985, In

In addition, a review will be made of the crop composition of 
these projects as well as the provision of the water needed by the existing coas- 
tal towns such as Sirt, al-Nawfaliyah, Brega, Bin Jawad, Qiri, Ageiabia, al-Maqrun, 
Sida Hamad, and Qaminas, as well as the towns which it is planned to establish 

in the area. 





It should be pointed out that the project extends fram the Tazirbu and West al- 
Sarir area to Mersa Brega, where the proposed distribution station will be. At 
that point, the line will split off into two branches, one headed toward the cen- 
tral area and the other toward the area southwest of Beghazi. The two lines will 
be laid either in the form of pipes with a capacity of 3 cubic meters or closed 
canal which will be coated internally with fiberglass to preserve the quality 

of the water being transported. 


Stages and Benefits 


Studies show tha. the project will be able to pump 2 million cubic meters of water 
ner day, divided equally between the West al-Sarir and Tazirbu basins; the project 
will be broken down into three stages: 


The first stage, to last 36 months, in which a pipe plant will be constructed, 

the power plant will be partically constructed, at least half the wells will be 
drilled and campleted, pipelines to collect the wellwater will be laid, ani a 
loading tank will be erected in al-Sarir. In addition, the first pipeline will be 
lail fram al-Sarir to Brega as will the gas line from Gialo to al-Sarir. 


The second stage, 18 maths in duration, in which the drilling of the remaining 
wells, the water gathering lines in al-Sarir ard the laying of a second line fram 
il-Sarir to Brega will be campleted. 


In the final stage, the gathering line system will be built in Tazirbu as well as 
the main water line fram Tazirbu to al-Sarir, and the pump station in al-Sarir will 
be campleted.

NEW MINISTRY OF FISHERIES REVIEWED 
Casablanca LA VIE ECONOMIQUE in French 24 Apr 8 } 


[Commentary by Abderrahmane El Glaoui: "The C ion of The Minis«ry for 
Maritime Fisheries Was Necessary To Reestablis: ergetic Control Of This 
Vital Sector" ] 


[Text] Abderrhamane El Glaout is an eminent economist who has conducted thorough 
studies on behalf of the BNDE [National Economic Development Bank], particularly 
on fishing. 


This heavily subsidized sector has not produced the expected results. The crea- 
tion of the Ministry for Maritime Fisheries should give fresh impetus to this 
activity which is, moreover, one of the priorities of the new 5-year plan. Mr El 
Claout, in the article we are publishing, presents a few of his opinions in a 
pertinent manner. He insists in particular on the need for developing coastal 
fishery. Let us only point out that the problem is to fetch the fish wherever it 
is and also, as Abderrhamane El Glaoui precisely states, to bring it back to 
Morocco, 


The recent creation of the Ministry for Maritime Fisheries fills a void from 

which this important sector of the national economy has long been suffering. 

Until now maritime fisheries, kept under the supervision of miscellaneous adminis- 
trative agencies (the National Bureau of Fisheries, the Director of the Merchant 
Marine and Maritime Fisheries, the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, and port 
authorities), have never been supervised in a systematic manner. This situation, 
furthermore, was the cause of a permanent state of moroseness in the profession. 


Of course, the work program assigned to the National Bureau of Fisheries upon its 
creation in 1969 contained the seeds for a large-scale boost to our fisheries, 
since it meant reorganizing ship-fitting, insuring the social advancement of 
fishermen and ship-fitters, diversifying and increasing the production and dis- 
tribution of fish, raising per capita consumption, developing scientific research 
and elaborating measures for promoting investments. However, the ONP [National 
Fishing Office] has only played a minor part as a driving force, as an organizer 
and as a technical adviser, which in my opinion was its only reason for existence. 
fhus, the activities of the Bureau, especially its attempts to unite fishermen 

in ship-fitting cooperatives, its assistance for the acquisition of winches and 
the motorization of fishing boats, remained too limited and too scattered, to have 
a sufficient impact upon the sector's economic structures. 





On the contrary the ONP placed all its cards on high-sea ahip-fitting, first by 
encouraging the promulgation of the August 1973 maricime investment code, which 
favored the acquisition of large-size freezing units, and second by acting itself 
principally as a fitcer, with the creation of some ten subsidiaries having about 
45 boats, including mostly freezer-trawlers and tuna-boats. The investment code 
which in our opinion need not have been duplicated by a parallel action of the 
Bureau, moreover, led to a real rush of private piomoters in high-sea fishing 
(which benefited from bonuses reaching in some cases to 30 percent of the value 
of the units acquired, in addition to short and long-term credit at subsidized 
interest rates). What's more, the hagh sea fleet, thus constituted, found itself 
totally extraverted from the country's economy as will be seen in the following 
part of this article, 


This deliberate choice thus left aside the essential problems experienced by 
Moroccan fishing, which can be identified at the following levels: 


1) Infrastructures: at this level, our country lacks adequate port installa- 
tions, storing and freezing facilities, ice factories, s‘ipyards, repair shops, 
means of transportation, etc. 


2) Men: at the human level, cualified native labor is insufficient, especially 
for the modern units which require a high level of technical ability of their 
supervisory personnel, and which are mostly operated by foreign personnel (even 
the sailors) whose salary is paid in foreign currency and spent outside our bor- 
ders. 


}) Local market for fish: at the level of the intensification of fisi distribu- 
tion within the interior, which was one of the objectives of the ONP, the experi- 
ment of the ASMAQ network, managed by a subsidiary of the Bureau, had limited re- 
cults. The deficiencies of the refrigeration capacity prevented the high-sea 
units, acquired within the framework of the investment code, from unloading their 
catch in our ports, thus diverting from our national economy massive amounts of 
financial flow, expenses for marine store supplies, maintenance, repair services, 
etc..., all performed abroad. 


4) Integration of fisheries: beyond i.ishing itself, the same fa‘lure of the 
refrigeration and the techniques used, was the cause of a loss of business at the 
level of sardine processing which is the main resource exploited by the coastal 
fleet. More than 50 percent of the sardine catch is sent to fish flour factories 
because of the impossibility to process the fish due to the state of deterioration 
it is in when it arrives at the processing point. 


5) Protection of the exclusively Moroccan fishing territory: this territory is 
travelled by many ships of miscellaneous nationalities, fishing without permit, 
and sometimes using fishing methods which are detrimental to the biomass equili- 
brium, 


6) Coastal tishing: regarding the investment policies followed, it is high time 

to recognize that the development of high-sea freezer units is not sufficient to 

initiate the needed modernization of maritime fisheries. On the contrary, the

What do you think about the restoration of relations with Egypt? The repsonses 
were diverse. 


The Minister Muhammad Mahjub, media consultant to the president, said, "We do not 
have to defend the position we have taken. We have taken a position, the subject 
is finished, and what can be said after that?" 


The minister of state in the foreign ministry, Muhammad Mirghani Mubarak, answered 
by saying that it was imprecise to talk about “restoring” relations with Egypt, 
because in his view relations had not been cut off. All that had happened was 

that the two countries had taken a little time to nominate the appropriate persons 
to be their ambassador to one another, and when two nominees were found mutually 
acceptable, the Egyptian ambassador, Ahmad ‘Izzat 'Abd-al-Latif, packed his bags 
for Khartoum and the Sudanese ambassador, ‘Abd-al-Rahman Salman Nasr, packed his 
bags for Cairo. Although it was expected that the Egyptian ambassador would arrive 
in the Sudanese capital last Friday (10 April), he waited in Cairo to receive the 
Sudanese ambassador, who arrived on Saturday (11 April). 


AL-QARAS asked the same question of a number of members of the National People's 
Assembly in the Sudan. Most of the replies confirmed support for the restoration 
of relations, although a percentage of people had reservations, indeed were op- 
nosed. Although we met with positive answers from more than half the members we 
asked, the opponents asserted to us that the rate of opposition came to 50 per- 
cnet of the assembly.

He says that he admits that the Sudan has a special relationship 
with Sgypt, that this relationship requires "sincere intentions," that resumption 
oO. relat ons ought to have been preceded by intensified contacts to persuade Cairo 
to change its position, ani that if it had expressed a readiness to correct this 
position we for our part would have taken the initiative to resume relations with 
it, as proof of the truth of our opinion an out of a belief in this special re- 
lationship with Cairo. 


Hatiz al-Shaykh, Like others who consider his opinion appropriate, refuses to cat- 
egorize the abjectors ideologically, but it quickly becomes apnarent, in talking 
with them and others besides them, and throuyh a general sense of the political 
aunosphere in the Sudan, that the objectors belong to the religious current or the 
Sudanese left. 


Let us now depart fram the context of the People's Assembly to talk about the pop- 
ular currents the deputies represent, which exist on the Sudanese street. There 
we find a third current which, in terms of influerce, is gmlier than the first 
two and, in temns of its position on Egypt, differs with them and with people who 
support the Egyptian-Sudanese rapprochement. This current, which is considered 

an extension of the Nation Party, has tirelessly striven to oppose a rapproche- 
ment with Egypt unde: all circumstances, and its position does not chi nge. 


As always happens in political life, in all countries the world, this current 
also has an opposing force, which always is calling for unity with Egypt; it 
called for it before 1952, so that there could be one country in the Nile Valley 
undes the Eqyptian Crown, then it called for it in the days of Abd-al-Nasir, and 
then after Sudanese nationalism became confirmed as a historic fact, it devoted 
its labors to calling for a rapprochement witl: the brethren in the north, as 
they call the Egyptians. 


Ne pecson who holds this view is ‘Awad Ah ad 'Ali, a senior government official 
with the rank of deputy undersecretary. Mr ‘Awad says that he was Lor in a hare 
that loved Egypt, that he personally has been a Nasirist since 1962 ani has many 
reservations about al-Sadat's policy, but that he supports the return of relations 
between the two countries with all his heart. 








Berore finishing an examination of the varicus currents, it is necessary to poiic 
ty two currents which are of importance. One is the southern current, representex! 
hy the southern political leaders, who have influence in the nationwide context 

in ‘he Sudan; Une position of the southerners and the south toward Egypt and the 
Dyy) tauns changed noticeably after the Egyptian president, Anwar al-Sadat, broke 
off relations with the Soviets, strengthened relations with the West and ended tx 
military struggle between his country and Israel. In tact, many southerners are 
tw Serding their children to study in Egypt. These southerners, through their re- 
presentatives in the National People's Assembly, are the ones who most strongly 
support the notion of rapprochement with Egypt. 


Here, betore moving on to talk about the second and last current, one must, in 
continuing, point out that the People's Assembly has not taken a position on the 
restoration of relations with Egypt, because the issue has not been put up for a 
vote. One of the objectors says that the goverrment took a decision in this regard, 
that the minister of state in the Foreign Ministry, Muhammed Mirghani Mubarak, 

maxie a statement before the assembly on the govermment's decision, and that after 
the minister had read his statement some supporters rose up amd commented on it. 


The question immediately arises: If the supporters commented on the minister's 
statement, expressing their support, amd if there were objectors, why didn't they 
request the floor to express their opposition? The answer is that opposition is 
a personal position which is not on the level of an official group position, and 
therefore one must call them "abjectors" and not "opponents." 


The View of the Man in the Street 


The Sudanese man in the street seems to be different from all of these people. 

He is concerned only with his daily bread, which hd obtains with extreme difficulty, 
and he is hardly interested in anything else — rather, if you ask him his opinion 
about the restoration of relations with Egypt, he will venture to express an op- 
inion of absolute support, without reservation, and it is hard to determine if 

the motive for this support is his love for Eqypt, whatever it says and whatever 

it does, or his belief in the correctmess of the political path President al-Sadat 
is following. 


‘Anm Adam is a taxi driver who parks at a location close to the hotel where I was 
starving. I rode with him twice, and both times asked him for his opinion about 
the return of the relations with Egypt. His answer, which is unchanging, was: 
"Goodness, man, this Egypt is the mother of the world, I went to Egypt in 1932 and 
Carnot forget it — the Arabs cannot do without Egypt!” 


A sunilar thing happened to me when I spoke to an ordinary emloyee and he started 
his discussion with me with the utmost entPsiasm. He spoke of the return of re- 
lations between Egypt and the Sudan: "That is natural and beautiful, as long as 
the Nile flows." Then suddenly he lost his enthusiasm and asked me not to mention 
nis name or print his picture. When I asked him why he said that, he had bro- 
thers in an Arab country which did not support the restoration of relations between 
Egypt and the Sudan and he was afraid that if officials in that country read what 
he said they would give his brothers trouble. 





‘he Sudanese people's sense of a bond with Egypt is not to be atrributed to the 

wot that the Nile runs through both countries; the Nile, which traverses Egypt 
tran south to north, does not pass through all the broad areas of the Sudan. 
Rather, there are numerous historic am cultural factors which have created such 
a feeling of affiliation between the people of the two countries that a large 
number of the people you see think that they are of the Egyptian aricin. 


One of these is Muhammad 'Uthman Qabbani, an employee in the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs; I told him, “Aside fram the relations . between the al-Qakbani family 

in the Sudan and the same in Egypt, what is y Opinion -- political opinion — 
about the return of relations with Egypt?" He told me, "I do not umerstam poli- 
tics, but I support every rapprochement between Egypt and the Sudan.” 


Tn order to round out my understanding of the view of the ordinary man in the 
Street, I tried to talk with some southerners, with whan the streets of Khartoum 
overtlow, but I was not successful in carrying out a conversation with them, al- 
though they could quote same Arabic phrases. 


If we investigate fran the quantitative standpoint we will find that the support 
for rapprochment with Egypt is dominant, because the man in the street has the 
numerical majority /as/ in every country. If we investigate from the standpoint 
of political influence, we will find that the top political leadership and the 
majority of the People's Assembly take the same position. Nonetheless, the ob- 
jectors' questions remain unanswered: 


Will we do with Egypt what it did with Israel Itself? Thatis, will we take the 
initiative of giving it the only card in our hands, the php of diplamatic rela- 
ions, in order to wait for it to became conciliatory and change its course in 
favor of andersta inmding the circumstances of the Arab wor 1a? Egypt's experience 
with Israel has proved that this method is not frutiful, ard the proof of that 
is Israel's obstinacy after Egypt had relinquished it all its cards. [low could 

we repeat the mistake? 


Will the Sudan bring its brother Egypt out of the isolation, or is it just en- 
tering into the arena of isolation with it? Egypt tried to take part in the Con- 
ference on the Call to Islam which was held in Khartoum recentiy, but Khartoum 


renounced its decision once it clearly saw that Egypt's "official" presence would 
sure the failure of the conference. What can Khartoum do in the future when 
this situation repeats itself? 


You will not £'nd the answer tc these questions among senior Sudanese officials, 
for a simple reason -- they do not admit the existence of anything that would re- 
yuire such analysis and deduction: relations, as they say, had not been broken 
oft in the past for it is now to be said that they have resumed!
